During  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  question  of  the  recognition 
of  Littlehampton  as  a  port  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  de-ratting  certificates 
or  de-ratting  exemption  certificates  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
(Ships)  Regulations,  1952  to  1961.  The  Chief  Port  Health  Inspector,  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  visited  Southampton  Port  Health  Authority 
on  a  number  of  occasions  to  learn  how  that  authority  met  its  responsibilities 
under  the  International  Sanitary  Regulations.  Subsequently  the  Council  applied 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  recognition  as  a  port  for  the  purpose  of  issuing 
both  de-ratting  and  de-ratting  exemption  certificates.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
approval  or  otherwise  was  still  awaited.
